THE ITALIAN EMBASSY PRESENTED NOTE TO DEPARTMENT DATED 
MAY 20 TO REGISTER CONCERN ABOUT OIL IMPORT PREFERENCE 
BILL— H.R. 8193 AND S. 2089. FOLLOWING IS TEXT OF NOTE: 

"THE ITALIAN EMBASSY PRESENT ITS COMPLIMENTS TO THE 
DEPARTMENT OF STATE AND HAS THE HONOR TO REFER TO THE 
BILL HR 8193, THE EFFECT OF WHICH. IF IMPLEMENTED, WOULD 
BE TO RESERVE A CERTAIN PROPORTION OF UNITED STATES IMPORTS 
OF PETROLEUM AND PETROLEUM PRODUCTS TO THE UNITED STATES 
FLAG VESSELS. 

IN THIS CONNECTION, THE ITALIAN EMBASSY WISHES TO RECALL 
THAT THE ITALIAN GOVERNMENT, IN COMMON WITH A NUMBER OF 
OTHER GOVERNMENTS, MADE REPRESENTATIONS TO THE DEPARTMENT 
OF STATE IN 1972 AT A TIME WHEN A PREVIOUS PROPOSAL 
INVOLVING THE RESERVATION OF A PROPORTION OF UNITED STATES 
OIL IMPORTS TO UNITED STATES FLAG VESSELS WAS UNDER 
CONSIDERATION IN CONGRESS. 

THE ITALIAN EMBASSY HAS BEEN INSTRUCTED TO INFORM THE 
DEPARTMENT OF STATE THAT THE ITALIAN GOVERNMENT IS DEEPLY 
CONCERNED BY THE REVIVAL OF THESE PROPOSALS IN THE UNITE 
STATES CONGRESS AT THE PRESENT TIME. IT IS THE BELIEF OF 

THE ITALIAN GOVERNMENT THAT THE CARGO RESERVATION, WHICH 
MIGHT APPEAR ATTRACTIVE IN THE SHORT TERM, COULD BE IN THE 
LONG RUN DETRIMENTAL ALSO TO THOSE PROTECTED. THE 
CONSEQUENCES OF CARGO RESERVATION ARE PARTICULARLY SERIOUS 
IN THE CARRIAGE OF BULK CARGOES, SINCE ITS MOVEMENT IS 
VERY OFTEN AN IMPORTANT LINK IN THE PRODUCTION ARRANGE- 
MENTS OF INDUSTRIES THAT ARE OF MAJOR IMPORTANCE FOR THE 
DEVELOPMENT OF THE WORLD ECONOMY. 

"THE ITALIAN EMBASSY WOULD LIKE TO POINT OUT THAT THE 
EXAMPLE OF THE UNITED STATES MIGHT BE RAPIDLY FOLLOWED BY 
OTHER COUNTRIES, ESPECIALLY BY THOSE WHO TEND TOWARDS THE 
EXPANSION OF THEIR BULK CARGO FLEETS. FURTHERMORE, CARGO 
RESERVATION LEGISLATION WOULD SPUR THE ENFORCEMENT OF 
COUNTERMEASURES BY OTHER COUNTRIES, ACTING UNDER PRESSURE 
BY THEIR RESPECTIVE SHIPOWNERS. 
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"THE ITALIAN EMBASSY AVAILS ITSELF OF THIS OPPORTUNITY TO 
RENEW THE ASSURANCES OF THEIR HIGHEST CONSIDERATION."' 

DEPT PREVIOUSLY HAS RECEIVED SIMILAR NOTES FROM EMBASSIES 
OF U.K., THE NETHERLANDS, NORWAY, DENMARK, FINLAND, 
SWEDEN. JAPAN, BELGIUM, AND ALSO FROM THE GOL IN MONROVIA. 
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GOVERNMENT WITNESSES TESTIFIED AGAINST THE ADOPTION OF 
S. 2089 BEFORE SENATOR LONG'S SUBCOMMITTEE ON THE MERCHANT 
MARINE, COMMERCE COMMITTEE, ON MAY 20. TEXTS OF EIGHT OF 
THE ABOVE CITED NOTES WERE INCLUDED IN THE DEPARTMENTS 
TESTIMONY TO FURTHER DOCUMENT ADMINISTRATION'S OPPOSITION 
TO THE BILL. RUSH
